2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-16 meet the criteria set out in POT Article 33(2)-(3), because tiie prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an antenna 
coupled microbolometer multiplayer structure and its metiiod comprising: a dielectric layer with at least one locally doped region 
doped witii a dopant to provide a tiiermal conductive path; an antenna coupled to the locally doped region; a read out integrated 
circuit also coupled to the doped region; a conductive substtate disposed between the dielectric layer and die cucuit; and an electtical 
connection connected the region and the circuit for detecting a change in electrical resistivity of the doped region due to tiiermal 
energy absorbed from the antenna.
